Robert  Rossen's  Die  Hustler  is  brilliant  on  so  many  levels 
that  we  couldn't  resist  rescuing  it  from  television  and  giv- 
ing our  members  a  proper  screening.  The  performances  by 
Paul  Newman,  Piper  Laurie,  George  C.  Scott,  Jackie  Gleason 
and  others  are  breathtaking,  the  characters  memorable  and 
heartbreaking,  the  story  credible  and  absorbing.  The  image 
of  evil  presented  by  Scott,  particularly  in  his  inaudible  con- 
versation with  Piper  Laurie,  has  outlasted  any  number  of 
generals,  scientists,  and  flim-flam  men  whom  he  later  per- 
sonified. The  Hustler  is  a  particularly  "American"  film  in 
its  preoccupation  with  winners  and  losers,  and  the  expres- 
sion of  that  obsession  on  the  green  field  of  the  pool  table.
